Important 1981 Unfunded Requirements 


We were requested to notify the Chief, DDA, Management 
Staff, of any important 1981 requirements that were not being 
satisfied because of a lack of funding.. The only requirement 
identified was for $282,000 to fund the current level of user 
terminal requirements lost in the 1981 OMB budget review. This 
would provide 29 more terminals if funding is obtained. The 
requirement has become much more important in view of the loss of 
both the austere and current level funding for users terminals in 
1982, and less than the total minimum requirement funding in
